character of the elder Gladstone 
had been completely vindicated. 

Wright suec Viscount Gladstone, 
son of the Victorian statesman, Wil- 
iiam Evart Gladstone, for referring 
to him as a “liar, coward and foul 
‘ellow” because of his characteriza- 
tion of the elder Gladstone in a 
book, “Portraits and Criticigms,’ 
as a moral hypocrite. 

“Tay Pay” Testifies. 

T. P. (“Tay Pay’’) O’Connor, vet- 
eran Irish Nationalist, was the chief 
witness today. 

O’Connor, known as “the father 
of the House of Commons” because 
of his long service there, testified 
that the late Lord Milner had Mrs. 
Gladstone’s extraordinary solici- 
tude for her husband in mind 
when he laughingly referred to the 
Prime Minister’s “Seragliio.” The 
reference occurs in O’Connor’s olWt- 
uary of Milner. 

“Tay Pay” supported his state- 
ments by giving a touching picture 
of how Mrs. Gladstone was always 
in the gallery of the Commons 
when her husband made an im- 
portant speech and how, afterward. 
she would be in the lobby waiting 
to bundle him up and take him 
home. 

Regarding the allegation that 
Gladstone connived at the relation- 
ship between Charles Stewart Par- 
nell, [Irish Liberal leader, and Mrs 
O’Shea, O’Connor declared he be- 
lieved the Prime Minister had no 
knowledge of the relationship, nor 
had many other people. 

Publisher Regretful. 

Everleigh Nash, chairman of the 
firm which published Wright’a 
book, said he would not have pub- 
lished the offending passage if he 
had seen it before it was inserted 
The passage referred to the states- 
man as “Mr. Gladstone who found- 
ed the great tradition, since - ob- 
served by so many of his follow- 
ers and successors with such pious 
fidelity, in public to speak the 
language of the highest and strict- 
est principles and in private to pur- 
sue and possess every sort of 
woman.” 

Lady Gwendoline Cecil, daughter 
»f the late Lord Salisbury, Prime 
Minister and Foreign Secretary, tes. 
tified that her father had the high- 
est possible respect for Gladstone’s 
orivate life. 


Defense Closes Testimony, 

Charlie Thompson, picturesque 
white-haireq ex-steeplechase rider.
